Moderator Judge J. A. Branson, of 
the Burlingame Municipal court, 
had a comparatively easy time of it 
as the debate developed on a well- 
mannered plane, even members of 
the audience maintaining a spirit of 
informal good nature during the 
closing period of questions and an- 
swers. 

TAGGART FIRST 

In his leadoff speech, Dr. 
tressed that the United 
“cannot afford to turn its back on 
the rest of the world,” maintaining 
that foreign policy under the recent 

of Democratic administration 
done much to bring closer the 
hope of world peace. 

Younger based his 
en-point program, 
still confidence among nations, 
stressing that the United States 
must put statesmen of high calibre 
and leadership at the head of its 
foreign policy.

Next Monday voters residing in the Menlo Park Sanitary 
District are asked to go to the polls and approve a $310,000 
bond issue with which to finance enlargement of the district's 
sanitary sewer facilities. 


The measure requires a two-thirds majority 

A similar bond issue failed to achieve that necessary mar- 
gin last spring, although it received approval of more than 
half of the ballots. 

Monday is our secand chance to get out and vote 

for the health of Menlo Park. We must approve the 

bonds. 

We laymen normally do not give a second thought to the 
sewer lines that serve our community. The only visible evi- 
dence of the work of the sanitary districtgis the occasional pass- 
ing of a red or maroon truck with the letters M.P.S.D. on it--- 
unless we drive way out on the mudflats to view the new sew- 
age treatment plant now nearing completion. 

But no public agency is more constantly at our service and 
none is more closely tied to the health and welfare of our 
families. 

Last winter, sewer lines overflowed along Atherton avenue. 
The Middle avenue line, too, is loaded past capacity. We can 
expect sewage to flow more abundantly in the streets this 
year if new trunk lines cannot be installed. 

To install those lines, the bond issue must be approved 
by two out of three voters. 

Seriousness of the situation has been highlighted by recent 
action of the county board of supervisors, who indicated they 
would pass an ordinance to prohibit all new construction in un- 
incorporated areas served by the district’s overtaxed facilities 
if the situation was not corrected. 

Maybe you don’t care whether or not building is stopped in 
those areas. Maybe you think—we know some persons do— 
that there has been too much building and you'd rather have 
the fields and hills remain as they are. 

But we doubt that anyone wants raw sewage running 
on the streets and backing up into his home. 

Last spring we urged a yes vote on the bond issue. 
urge it again on this one, 

Two anda half years ago we in this district voted by a mar- 
gin of 9 to 1 to approve $980,000 in bonds for construction 
of a sewage treatment plant to end pollution of the Bay. 

We will look mighty foolish now if we cannot muster a 2 
to ] vote to approve expenditure of $310,000 to end pollution 
of our public streets.

note), here is the story of our Menlo 
Park, of which we are justly proud: 

“This is a quiet little town having 
a population of about 800 people. We 
are located on the main line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, 25 miles from 
New York City.. We have always 
been known, and still are, for our 
friendly, cooperative spirit, our en- 
ergetic workers in the church, in 
politics or in just social affairs. 
‘OLD TIMERS’ ‘ 

“There are a few of the ‘old tim- 
ers’ left here, but the majority of 
the people are new, and for them 
this article will be revealing, almost 
to the point of unbelief. Because 
who, stopping through or visiting 
‘this little town ever would dream 
that it once was a busy, thriving 
town with hundreds of men at work, 
end. activity that reached the far 
corners of the earth? 

“Yes, this is so. Menlo Park, New 
Jersey ai an odd historical 
story. 

“Once before, in the springtime of 
1876, Menlo Park had few residents 
and was rolling farmland owned 
mostly by the Clarksons, the Bog- 
ens, the Grotjans and the Carmans 
of nearby Metuchen. It was then 
that Thomas Alva Edison, already 
famous for his many inventions, 
moved to Menlo Park from Newark, 
New Jersey. 

“In a few short months he 
chamged our town to the birth- 
place of hundreds of inventions 
that have created many new in- 
dustries and have contributed to 
the, convenience and happiness of 
mankind all over the world. 
“Edison had been perfecting the 


‘1 In October, 


a quiet obscure little New Jersey | 
town to a busy, flourishing com- 
munity. 

“Here was where Edison invented 
the micropkonre, or carbon transmit- 
ter in 1876-1877. 

“In 1877, Edison invented the 
phonograph. It was here in Menlo 
Park that the human voice first was 
reccrded and reproduced. There 
were months of experimenting and 
heartache, with jeering and disbe- 
lief by some of his cronies. 

“The one night, Kruesi and he 
were working, and he said he was 
ready to try. Kruesi bet him a dollar 
that the thing wouldn’t work. Sud- 
denly, Edison's voice came scratch- 
ing out into the air reciting ‘Mary 
Had a Little Lamb’. 

“Kruesi shouted in amazement. 
(He had to pay his debt in apples, 
not having dollars). 

SPECIAL TRAINS 1 

“The Pennsylvania railroad ran 
special trains from New York out 
here, and hundreds of people came 
to hear this machine. Sarah Bern- 
hardt’s voice was recorded here. 

“Next came his incandescent bulb. 
1879, he gave the world 
the electric bulb. People again came 
from all over the world, and in De- 
cember, 1879, witnessed the first de- 
monstration. The New York Herald 
stated that gas illumination had 
found a dangerous rival. 

“Then came the first lamp. faec- 
tory, the only one of its kind in the 
world. From October 1880 until Ap- 
ril 1882, when it shut down, the Men- 
lo Park plant had made 132,000 in- 
candescent lamps. 

“But due to the great need, the 
industry gréw, and it was neces- 
sary to move to Harrison, New

“Then came the electric railroad. 

One experiment took place early in 

1880. Edison built a car on axles, 


laid a track along Christie street, | 


turning into Middlesex avenue and 
headed: for the copper mines in the 


highlights: 

“We came onto Taxco suddenly,” 
Starkey recalls. “It is tucked away 
in the mountains and built on a hill- 
side. It is a ‘fairyland village,’ for 
all the world like a Walt Disney set- 
ting. 

COBBLESTONES 

“Narrow cobblestone streets wind 
between the ancient buildings, the 
latter of brick and adobe and decor- 
ated with beautiful wrought-iron 
balconies. 

“Everywhere, lovely arched door- 
wavs beckon invitingly.” 

Too, the town wears a relatively 
prosperous look, Starkey says. 

The day that the Menlo Park cou- 
ple visited the town was a “fiesta 
day,” and the natives were parad- 
ing through the streets wearing cos- 
tumes in keeping with the occasion. 

The main crowd gathered at Tax- 
co’s famous cathedral, center of the 
religious observance. 

“This church was built by a man 
naemd Borda,” Starkey tells. “Bor- 
da had taken a fortune out of the 
silver mines, and with some of the 
proceeds he built the church.” 

Main industries in the city are 
silversmithing and weaving. The 
wares on sale in the stores appear, 
according to the Menlo Park cou- 
ple, to be the finest in Mexieo. 

Too, the salespeople in the shops 

speak goed: English. 

The day of watching the festivities 
finally drew to a close, and the 
Starkeys retired. 

When the next day came, the pair 
spent a few hours taking pictures 
and shopping, after which they re- 
turned to their guide’s car for the 
return trip to Mexico City. 

On the way to the capitol they 
stopped at a hacienda built by one

take $3000 for it, but Lefferts paid 
him $40,000 by check, and sent Edi- 
son to the bank with a messenger to 
identify him. Edison afterward said 
that he had never come so near 
fainting in his life. 

“The bank teller, a practical jok- 
er. paid Edison in bills of small de- 
nominations, He stuffed them into 
every pocket and hole he could find. 
Going home, he sat up all night 
guarding his fortune. 

NEW PLANTS 

“It was with this money that he 
opened his plants in Newark, got 
his chance to move out where there 
was plenty cf room and freedom 
from anyone's bothering him. 

*On a plot of ground here, 250 
feét wide and 300 feet deep, he con- 
structed out of wood several build- 
ings. One, the machine shop, he 
made of brick. The first laboratory 
was a wocden structure 25 feet wide 
by 100 feet long, with a porch all 
thé way across the front. The equip- 
ment was meagre when you compare 
it to today’s tremendous research 
laboratories. 

“There were bottles and instru- 

ments and chemical preparations 

lining the walls, and even an old 
pipe organ that was played some- 
_times to keep the workers awake. 

“Near the laboratory, on what is 
known aS Monmouth avenue, Edison 
built his home, a two-story homey 
building, with porches, which since 
has been destroyed by fire. Just 
across the street, on the corner of 
Ciiristie street, was the home of two 
of his trusted lieutenants, Batchelor 
and Kruesi. This home still stands 
and hag been converted into apart- 
ments which are still occupied. 

“On. Frederick street lived Upton, 
anotheriof Edison’s right-hand men. 
‘THis building, too is still standing. 
It is said to be the first. house in the 
world eyer wired for electricity. The 
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there that the small building, 
where Edison blew his first glass 
for lamps, was moved and is still 
reverently preserved as a historic 
memorial. 

“Following the lamp, Edison per- 
fected the dynamo, creating the 
possibility of generating electric 
current on a commercial scale. It 
was then he made Menlo Park a city 
of light by erecting small, 10-foot 
wooden poles along the few roads 
and through the meadows and 
farms. 

“On Election Day of 1880, Edi- 
son gave out the word, ‘If Garfield. 
is elected, light up. If not, leave it 
alone’. 

“After great suspense, the result 
was known and the order was given 
to ‘Throw the switch’. Menlo Park 
burst forth in a blaze of incandes- 
cent glory. 

“There is a story told by a Mr. 


Marshall of Metuchen, that he was 
walking up the railroad track and 
met qn old tramp. As they rounded 
the bend to Menlo Park and saw the 
town all lit up, the tramp cried out, 
‘I have walked this track for years.

Edison discov- 
ered that copper, which he needed 
lots of in his experiments, abounded 
in this vicinity. He, with a couple 
of his assistants sunk a shaft and 
worked the mine. 

“He soon discovered, however, 
that it was too costly by thé time 
he brought the ore to the sarface 
and extracted the metal. So this
